
EMERGENCY CMUNPCATIONS DEPARTMENT SUmARY 

The Emergency Communications Department provides a ~ommunication link 
(through the 9-1-1 system) between the citizens ir distress and field 
units of City and County public safety and emergency services 
responding to their aid. The communication link is ensured through 
in-service training of dispatch personnel, constant review and update 
of procedures and communication technology, and regular preventative 
maintenance to reduce downtime of communications equipment. 

Budget Highlights 

The adopted 1987 Ci ty-County budget ref1 ects an increase of $48,473 
(3.0%) from the 1986 budget. The Alarm Section budget increases $1,663. 

Emergency Communications is a Ci ty/County department funded 
73% by the City and 27% by the County (excluding the Alarm 
Section). Revenues offsetting expend; tures i ncl ude $281,198 
from the 9-1-1 surcharge on telephone bills, $68,500 in 
alarm system 1 icenses/fees (City only), $41,000 in charges 
to other departments for communication equipment repai and 
parts services, $23,000 from the County Fire district, 
$15,000 in emergency fund reserves, $11,246 from Andover, 
and $5,623 from Rose Hi 11 . 

Personnel costs account for 76% of the Emergency 
Communications budget. Three new dispatchers have been added 
for 1987. 

e The cost of 9-1-1 (including the Automatic LocatSon Tdentiiier 
feature) has decreased from $312,000 to $281,198. 

Funding for the Computer Aided Dispatch (CAD) system is not 
included in this adopted budget, but it is recommended for 
funding in the 1987 Capital Improvement Program.

The Wichita-Sedgwick County Department o f  Emergency Communications was es tab l ished by j o i n t  r eso lu t i on  o f  t he  - 
Board o f  Sedgwick County Commissioners and by ordinance o f  t he  Board of Wichi ta C i t y  Commissioners on 
January 5, 1977, and January 18, 1977, respect ive ly .  These two Boards agreed t o  conso l ida te  t h e i r  emergency 
communications as author ized by K.S.A. 12.2904. 

This department provides emergency p u b l i c  sa fe ty  communications f o r  t h e  f o l l o w i n g  agencies: Wichi ta Po l i ce  
and F i r e  Departments, Sedgwick County She r i f f ,  Emergency Medical Service (EMS), Sedgwick County F i r e  
D i s t r i c t ,  and other c i t i e s  and agencies ? n  Sedgwick Cognty, as we l l  as t h e  c i t i e s  o f  Rose H i l l  and Andover 
i n  B u t l e r  County. This i s  accomplished by having the  c i t i z e n s  d i a l  t h e  emergency t h r e e - d i g i t  number 
"9-1 -1 ." The "9-1 -1 It emergency number became operat ional  i n  January o f  1980. The Automatic Locat ion 

I d e n t i f i c a t i o n  (ALI)  System became operat ional  i n  November 1985. 

The Wichita-Sedgwick County Emergency Communications Advisory Board, cons i s t i ng  o f  s i x  members, i s  

responsible f o r  determining operat ional  p o l i c i e s  and procedures o f  Emergency Communications and fo r  making 

recommendations on same t o  t h e  C i t y  Manager f o r  implementation.

The goal o f  t he  Alarm Sect ion i s  t o  a s s i s t  the  Alarm Regulat ion Advisory Board and t h e  C i t y  o f  Wichi ta t o  
decrease t h e  number o f  f a l s e  alarm responses. This inc ludes becoming more f a m i l i a r  w i t h  alarm technology 

c u r r e n t l y  being used and s t a t e  o f  t h e  a r t  equipment, and increas ing cooperation among alarm companies, 
alarm users, and t h e  Wichi ta P o l i c e  and F i r e  Departments by ac t i ng  as a l i a i s o n .  

The ob jec t i ves  f o r  1987 are t h e  fo l lowing:  reduce t h e  number o f  f a l s e  alarm ac t i va t i ons  by an add i t i ona l  
lo%, reduce the  amount o f  t ime requ i red  o f  f i e l d  u n i t s  i n  responding t o  f a l se  alarms by 5%, and develop an 
Alarm User Awareness Program i n  cooperation w i t h  the Wichi ta P o l i c e  and F i r e  Departments. 

The C i t y  Commissian created t h i s  Alarm Sect ion when it passed an Alarm Ordinance i n  January 1985.
